Dear Allen:

Balivet 
of Danville, Vermont. 


The Vermont Legislature has passed a law making it possible 
to transfer the physical assets of the teachers college to 
the new institution on the most favorable terms and to giv 
it continued support during the transition period. ®

One of the unusual features of the proposed liberal arts college 
is indicated in Article I of the Articles of Incorporation, copy 
of which is enclosed herewith. Other features will be discussed 
in succeeding meetings of the Corporation, the f^st of which 
will be held on Saturday, August 26, at 11 a.m. at the Burkljm 
campus of the College at Lyndonville, Vermont. Tour interest 
is urgently requested in support of this new undertaking. 

We conceive of the highest scholastic type of education we have 
in mind as being an end in itself for many students, but of its 
being likewise the best possible preparation for post-graduate 
work in such fields as business, education and government. 

A number of responsible citizens have joined in incorporating 
this new institution. Among them are the President Emeiatus of 
Dartmouth, Dr. Ernest M. Hopkins; President of the HowardNationai 
Bank of Burlington, Vemont, Mr. William Lockwood; the retired 
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president of National Carbide & Carbon, Joseph C. Davidson* 
nQrself and many others* The list includes three of the 1 
trustees of the University of Vermont* Another keenly inter- 
ested incorporator is Stanley deJ. Osborne, President of 01 in 
Mathieson, whose wife came from Caledonia County, Vermont, and 
whose Vermont connections get more intimate with the years. 

I am writing you specifically to urge your attendance at the 
meeting Saturday. Schedules for Northeast Airlines show plane 
connections to Montpelier by way of Boston or Lebanon from New 
York and Washington, either for morning or afternoon. You 
would be met at Montpelier. An alternative is the Washingtonian, 
a train which has a car leaving on the 4 p.m. Congressional 
from Washington and leaving New York at 8:25 p.m. This arrives 
at Montpelier Junction at the inconvenient hour of 5:55 a.m. 
but it is often conveniently late. * 

I hope the problems of transportation will not overweigh in your 
mind the reality of the great opportunity which this project 
opens out to us.
